Multiple experiments 
conducted by him showed that a 
tree connected with a TV set or 
a VHP receiver by a common 
antenna could ensure a fine 
reception or signals. Significantly, 
the cable can be simply dipped 
to a leaf of the tree. Last year 
S. Kosta managed to establish a 
two-way communication in the 
VHP band at a distance of up to 
30 kilometres, using as transmit- 
ting and receiving antennas cyp- 
resses and eucalyptuses. The 
Indian engineer believes that his 
discovery will promote the penet- 
ration of TV and radio into the 
remote parts of his country.

YEARS OLDER 

Qullo unexpected finds were 
made by Soviet archaeologist*

She Is a ballerina who tins a majestic hearing, beautiful 
appearance, long straight legs and Immaculate dancing tech- 
niques. Her heroines arc iua| exile and strict, and they exude 
an air of profound serenity and Inner significance. 

Olga was boin )n the Industrial town ol Electrostal, near 
Moscow. Her paionis are workers who wnrkrd al llie factory 
all their lives. Olga was lond of dancing when she was still 
a child and attended a dancing group nt a Palace of Young 
Pioneers. Allcr leasing school, she was rejected by the Mos- 
cow Ballel School. 1 then decided to go and try my hick at 
the Ballet School In the city of Perm, says Olga. My parents 
dkd not want me in travel nil that far and alone, but I gave 
them an ulllmalmn: If I do not become a ballerina, 1 said, 
you will bear Ihe blame. 

Chenchlkova became a splendid hallerlna. Much credit for 
this goes to one oi the best Soviet ballet Instructors Liudmila 
Sakharova, whose class Chenchlkova attended tor six years.

At the Ministry of Railways 
of the USSR In Moscow, a meet- 
ing has taken place between Ihe 
Minister of Railways Nikolai Ko- 
na rev and the Minister of Com- 
munications of Sweden Curt 
Bostrom. Discussed at the meet- 
ing were questions linked with 
expansion of cooperation be- 
tween the two countries In the 
area of railway transport. Thus, 
for Instance, the Swedish side 
will consider the Soviet offer 
lo carry out transit transporta- 
tion of Swedish cargoes to such 
countries as Japan, China, Iran 
and Turkey on Ihe Soviet rail- 
way lines. Olher questions dis- 
cussed Included matters of tech- 
nical cooperation. 

Close business ties have been 
established between the rail- 


ways of Ihe two countries. For 
nearly twenty years one carri- 
age of the Soviet railways has 
been travelling between Mos- 
cow and Stockholm.
